This grants
program will create a funding mechanism
to deliver roughly $10 million for
providers and community-based

OeHl is currently working closely with
CORHIO on a strategic plan that seeks to
build sustainable, bi-directional HIE
connections to all Critical Access
Hospitals/Rural Health Clinics
(CAHs/RHCs) within the next 3-5 years.
OeHl plans to fund this approach by
leveraging the existing HIE-as-a-Service
contract with CORHIO. CORHIO is also
currently contracted to onboard a total of
14 Rural Health Clinics to their PC360 tool
before September 30, 2022. To date, 2
facilities have gone live with PC360.

Data normalization and standardizing
health equity data continues to be of
critical importance to the HIE work.
Recent workgroup meetings have focused
on the need to have meaningful,
standardized data to understand
race/ethnicity, gender identity, sexual
orientation, and other factors that may
influence individuals’ experience in the
healthcare system.
